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“Save me from my friends” will probably be 
the first exclamation of Mr. Kobert Harton read- 
ing the apology for his conduct set up by Mr. 
J. B. Robertson in the North-China Daily News 
of the 10th instant. We will only make a 
passing’ allusion to the questionable taste whiel 
prompted that gentleman to make his letter the 
medium of a personal attack, and for this occa- 
sion will so far depart from the usual etiquette 
of the press as to inform Mr. Robertson that 
not only has he misrepresented the position 
and objects of this journal, but that his surmises 
are entirely without foundation. Passing on, 
‘however, to the pith of Mr. Robertson’s remarks, 
namely that we have shown ill-feeling towards 
Mr. Hart on account of the supposed power and 
influence possessed by him, we would only call 
attention to the tone of our articles on this.sub- 
ject,and more particularly direct him to our issue 
of the 12th of June last, as well as advise 
him to re-read the article which has been the 
immediate cause of his unensiness. Our com- 
plaint again Mr. Hart has been that he hus 
made use of accidental circumstances to inter- 
meddle in politics, when he had much better have 
confined himself to his legitimate dutics of 
Comptroller of the Customs, and that thereby 
Y interests and more especially British 
ts have suffered detriment. In reply to 
this statement we are informed that Mr. Hart 
has done no more than others would have at- 
tempted undersimilar circumstances, and second- 
Jy that he has made use of his influence for 
useful ends. With regard to the first we have 
little to say except that whether others would 
have done 80 or not makes no difference in the 
trnth of our proposition. It has never heen 
held a good defence for a criminal to plead that 
others might have done the same if they had 
had opportunity. A wrong has been inflicted 
on the interests of foreigners on the one hand, 
asin the other a crime has been committed 
against society, and both are equally interested 
in taking measures to prevent a recurrence of 
similar events. With regard to the second re- 
joinder we have never accused Mr. Hart of 
having influence with his employers which he 
could use for either-useful or hurtful ends ; on the 
contrary we have painted in colours, which if 
vivid are none the less true, his insignificance 
in the Yamén compared with his soeming omni- 
Potence with the Ministers. We have steadily 
shown that neither Mr. Hart’s reputation nor 
his country’s influence could be advantaged by 
the hidden and tortuons course he has thought 
Proper to pursue, and now that all our cautions 
have been neglected, and that the state of affairs 
predicted long ago hus arrived, we have thought 
the time come for the substitution of some one 
jssing more of public confidence in the post 
which has‘been, in the opinion of many, so un- 
fortunately occupied. What we may fairly de- 
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he “ Confessions of Mr, Hurt,” obtain- 
Hon. Mr. Browne before leaving 
Chinaf throw a curious light on the remarks we 
have made as to that gentleman's relations with 
his employers, as well as reconcile the apparent- 
ly opposite statements put forward as to the 
origin of the Burlingame mission, We find 
Mr. Hart unceasingly making use of his means 
of aceess to the ‘Tsungli Yamén to preas the 
appointinent of a mission to Europe, in which 
endeavours he gained a partial success when de- 
puted to conduct Conunissioner Pin through 
Europe. So promising a beginning only added 
fuel te his zeal, and a still more “ forward mov- 
ement ” was pressed on the foreign board. We 















| are not let into the secret of the proposed am- 


hassador, but we are given in the plainest terms 
to understand that it was not Mr. Burlingame, 
a fact which reduces the number of possible can- 
didates to a minimum. , Mr. Hart, however, 
proposes, but the Yamén disposes, and by way of 
a “joke” the proposition to act is made to the 
American Minister when paying a farewell visit. 
Unfortunately for Mr, Hart the “ joke” proves 
an eminently practical one; the Yamén had 
possibly different ideas as to the objects to 
be gained by the mission from those of Mr. 
Hart, but magnanimously appointed that gen- 
tleman paymaster, out of what funds future 
“ confessions” may perhaps enlighten us. Such, 
according to Mr. Hart’s own showing has been 
the position occupied by himself towards his em- 
ployers. Mr. Hart, however, has never been 
disposed 0 underrate his position, and we have 
reason to believe has made every attempt to 
keep this disclosure hidden from public gaze, 
To the world at Jarge he has shone out as the 
man of influence, as the de fucto and irresponsi- 
ble Prime or at least Foreign Minister of 
China, and this view has been readily adopt- 
ed by many of our contemporaries usually 
well informed. Some of the reasons why 
this false opinion has not been hitherto ex- 
posed were alluded to in our last article on 
Mr. Hart, others are that the prestige of the 
influence once undoubtedly possessed by Mr. 
Hart when he was supposed to have the disposal 
of the war munitions of England at his back 
has been allowed to linger Jong after the sub- 
stance has faded. ; 

‘The student of history, will remember the 
course adopted by Louis le Grand and his Min- 
ister when desirous of crushing the power of the 
aristocracy. Position and emoluments were ouly 
to be attained by assiduous attendance on and 
complete suberviency to the Court, und the favour 
of mistresses and minions were made the path 
way tofame and fortune. By similar measures, 
barring the mistresses, the presence of Mr. Hart 
became the means of breaking throngh’ the 
“accord,” if not of breaking down the influence 
of the body of Ministors at Peking. ‘ho inter- 
ests of the.countries thoy represented wero in 
muny cases made subvervient to the, advanco- 
ment of private individuals, and the olticials 
whose duties Jay with the ‘Tsun Yamen came 
instead to frequent the antechambers of Mr, 
Hart. That gentleman's utterances became a, 
ready means of shirking responsibility, while the ~ 
Yauén itself saw with delight the once dreatled 
Ministers of Forei wers, if not content to be 
pltced on an equality with its own humble de- 
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pendant at least practically so pliced. ‘This was 
the state of affiirs to which we made allusion; 
whether it is likely or not to subserve ‘Bri 
interests is for those entrusted with them to 


judge.

Some weeks ago we deprecated the style of cri- 
+ ticism to which Mr. Jobnston’s letter on the re- 
lative morality of Shanghai and other places 
had been subjected. It did not lie within our 
province to decide upon the accuracy of his 
premisses, but we asserted that, supposing the 
premisses to be true, Mr. Johuson’s conclusion 
was legitimate, and his argument therefore 
‘sound in all its parts. Since then, with a viol- 
ence seldom exhibited in public correspondence, 
the Captain Superintendent of Police at Hong- 
kong has assailed Mr. Johnston’s position and 
levelled a tirade of abuse half personal and half 
official at his letter and himself. We daresay 
Mr. Deane was in a rage when ho wrote his 
memo., and this might excuse his language. 
But in every respect it would have been better 
for him to have waited until the fervour of his 
passion had somewhat abated. Perhaps, how- 
ever, our readers will be able to find some 
-apology for his deficiency in that first and most 
‘essential quality of a police officer command of 
‘temper. We will therefore refrain from any 
particular reference to passages in the memo 
‘which have much amused ourselves and might 
be held up for the amusement of others. It is 
worthy of note that Mr. Deane deliberately 
‘adopts the error committed, apparently des“ 
‘ignedly, by the Evening Courier, namely that 
of assuming the official character of Mr. John- 
‘ston’s letter to the London and China Telegraph. 
We need not fight the ‘battle over again. It 
was once the fushion to have'engraved on one’s 
‘card plate the office or ‘employment held by 
© visitor, but we never heard that a person 
paying 8 private visit and sending in one of 
these cards was received exclusively in his 
official capacity. So with Mr. Johnston. He 
sent in his card with his official employment 
marked on it, in order that his position might 
ensure him a hearing. Now inasmuch as in the 
letter a statement to the effect that Hongkong 
‘was selected for comparison solely as a matter 
of convenience, uud in no respect with the design 
of attacking the southern colony, and as Mr. 
Deane quotes this statentent in full, it seems 
strange to our limited notions ef common sense 
that Mr, Deane should defend himself and his 
colony before either was attanked. He scems 
to have thought that those people in China who 
will insist on Inughing at everything and every 
body however venerable ‘would infallibly sub- 
ject him to the shafts of their light and uiry wit. 
No one said that Hongkong wasa sink of in- 
iquity or was even bad at‘all. It would im- 
mensely strengthen Mr. Johnston's hands if it 
‘were possible to prove that Hongkong morality 
is superior to the Liverpool or London or Ply- 
mouth article. This would have heen a ‘grace- 
ful task for Mr. Deane to accomplish, and for 
our own sakes we hope he may attempt it and 
jut it through. 

But it is worth while to cxamine Mr. Deane’s 
arguments and see whether bis logic is sounder 
than his‘temper. And ‘this we do without any 
care for the bearing of the argument on either 


side, as we utterly fail to sce how the number of 
brothels or public houses in any place, or thd 
number of rowdies present in it, affects the’ char- 
acter of that who do not frequent either of the 
above mentioned places of resort, and whose 
physical no less than whose mental and moral 
constitution unfits them for the exciting society 
of assasins and burglars. In the first place“it 
appears strange that for the purposes of obtain- 
ing percentages of crime as referred to “popul. 
ation, the census of 1869 should be placed side 
by side with the return of convictions for 1868; 
We do not intend to imply that this materially 
affects the value of the figures, but-in a, memo, 
the burden of whose cry is “exactitude,” we 
should expect the framer to be very exact, Now 
with respect to the population of Hongkong 
which Mr. Johnston set down at 3,551,. we 
find that Mr. Deane returns it at 7,199. ,.:Here 
there is a very startling difference which ‘calls 
for explanation. But to our mind the:iexplan: 
ation is not far to-seek. Taking a minor item 
first we are rather ‘astonished: to: find: 85)pris- 
oners included in the total population and help- 
ing of course to justify Mr. Deane’s: low «per 
centage of crime. We fail to understand: this, 
but it is a‘small matter. But then -by. taking 
the army and navy into’ his estimate, of ;poyul- 
ation for the purpose in view Mr. Deane-seems 
to assert that the naval and military authorities 
are unable to preserve order..and discipline 
among their own men, and are obliged. to'call in 
police aid. If this be'so the colony. might well 
petition for the removal -of its. heavy.aunual 
contribution by the withdrawal ofthe troops who 
are so heavy an incubus on the polices It is 
only necessary to mention Mr. Deane’s assertion 
that the Chinese authorities render material 
assistance in the suppression of native crime at 
Shanghai, and his implication that; geographical- 
ly Hongkong is more favourable to the: escape 
of criminals than is Shanghai. These refute 
hemselves. And finally if we give Mr. Deano 
full credit for all the work that he says his force 
has to perform, there yet remains the. startling 
fact that the newspapers continually teem with 
accounts and complaints of the utter inefficiency 
of the Hongkong police. ae

“While Ting ‘Foutae 
was ona visit to Ma, ‘feung-tub, at Nanking, his 
adopted son, a young man of about 23 years old, took 
into his head to visit some of the Soochow brothels, 
companied by a ‘* Shoo-pan-tib,” of the Yamén, and 
some soldiers of the Footac’s camp, It appears that 
when they arrived there were some of the Titae’s 
soldiers already there, with whom the Footae’s adopt- 
ed sou entered into some dispute about something, 
Dut the ‘litsc’s soddiers maintaining that thoy had 
ag much right in this brothel, as H.E. Ting Footae's 
adopted son, drove the later and his companions out. 
HE. ‘Ting Footae’s sou enraged at this, went to the 
Yamen to fetch some more soldies to realiate. The 
‘Titac’s voldiers in the meautime had also got a re-iu- 
forcement, and when the two parties met, a general 
scufile ensued, wherein two of Titse’s soldiers were kill 
od. ‘The Recorder learns ongood authority that the affair 
ia likely to lead to much more serious cousequeuces 
than at first imagined. Such is Chinese official etiquette 
that it involves the disgrace of Ting at Court, aud His 
Excellency states his intention of returning to his. 
native place and retiring into private life. It is said 
that the Iad’s grandmother denies that he left the 
Yamdu on the night of the disturbance, aud it seems 
that his namo does not appear in the book in which is 
inyeribed those of all who enter and leave the Yamdn, 
It will bo remembered that some time since con- 
siderable excitement was caused here by the return 
of the steamer China, from what turned out to be » 
marauding expedition on the Corean Coast. The ob- 
ject of the expedition was deeply mysterious, and as 
some of its membors lost their lives in a skirmi 
which took place witb the natives, one of the suppos- 
sed leaders of the party, a citizen of the United States, 
was tried at the American Consulate and acquitted.

“No little sensation was created early yesterday mor- 
ning by the news which spread round the town with 
remarkable rapidity, that H.M.S. Galatea was enter- 
ing the Harbour. Shortly before seven o'clock she was 
descried turning from the Lyeemoon Pass into the 
Hongkong waters, and rapidly steaming towards the 
man-of war anchorave, which, slackening her speed, she 
approachedslowly and majestically and was brought up 
with a running moor by 7 v'clock. Precisely at $ a.m., 
the Galatea saluted the flag of Admiral Kellet, and 
the salute was returned by the Princess Charlotte, on 
board of which his flay flies. Simultaneously the ves- 
sels in the harbour, although upon such short notice, 

‘dressed ship,” the foreign vessels displaying a British 
ensign at the main or fore, presentinga very gay ap- 
pearance, more especially the barque Sultan, of Hong- 
kong, which was dressed man-of-war fashion. Many of 
the houses in the town were also decked with colors. 
A large number of Chinese, who had heard the news, 
had already congregated along the whole length of the 
Praya; and, early asthe hour was, a nuinber of Euro- 
peans had also turned out to gaze upon the long ex- 
pected Royal vessel. A very pleasing effect was pro- 
duced on going down fromthe Clock Tower to Peddar's 
Wharf; the Gulatea lying in such a-position that tho 
Triumphal Arch, erected in honour of H.R.H., formed 
acomplete frame, in which she was seon as in a picture. 
And a fine picture beyond question it was. As she lay 
there iu the blue waters and the bright morning sun 
shining she presented a beautiful appearance, illustra- 
ting the truth, true in naval as in other architecture, 
that the highest beanty is generally that which is com= 
bined with the greatest utility, and having the pecul 
arity which is one of the best tests of trud symmetry 
aship, that, by the harmony of her lines, her 
rendered less conspicuous.”

Te Royal standard was hoisted on borad the Gala- 
tea at eight o'clock yesterday morning, (2nd inst.) and 
was saluted by all the man-of-war in harbour. ‘Th 
formed the annoucement officially of His Royal Nig! 
ness having assumed his position of Duke of Edinburg! 
Long before the hour appointed for his landing, crowds 
awere already seen assembling in the neighlithood of

At precisely eleven o'clock the booming of 
guns announced that H.R.H bad left the Galatea, and, 
almost immediately his 0 was seen to round tho 
stern of the noble vessel, and head to Peddar’s wharf,. 
through the two lines of boats which stretched from 
the shore to the ship. Accompanying the Duke were 
Admiral Sir Henry Kellet, Hon. C. B. Yorke, and 
Lieutenant Haig, equerries to H.R.H. and Mr. Che- 
valier. Landing at Peddar’s wharf H.R.H. waa met 
by His Excellency the Governor, who conducted him 
through the triumphal arch, and to a chair which was 
in waiting, amid the most vociferous cheering, A 
Procession, consisting of the Governor and his suite, 
Admiral Kellet, Commadore Jones, officers from the. 
United States and Spanish vessels of war now in the 
harbour, Members of Legislative Council and fore; 
Consuls, was then formed, and proceeded up to the. 
Clock Tower and through Queen’s Road to the City 
Hall. Along tho route great enthusiasm was mani-’ 
fested as the Duke passed, and cheer after cheer was! 
given, which he gracefully acknowledged. Arrived at’ 
the City Hall entrance, H.R.H. was met by Hon. Mt. 
Keswick, chairman of the City Hall Committee, and 
by him was conducted through the museum and library, 
St. Andrew Hall and the Theatre, H.R.H. expressi 
himself pleased as well as surprised at so fine a builds 
ing in this ae of the world.

An occasion having arisen in this office to write to 
the Post-Office for information as to the possibility of 
getting letters and papers home more quickly via 
Brindisi than via Marseilles, and the answer from the

S1,—In reply to your letter of the 26th instant, I beg 
to inform you that I have no positive information’ as to 
the advantage in point of time in sending correspondence 
vid Brindisi instead of vid Murweilles; it is, however, be- 
lieved that there is a guin of from twelve to twenty-four 
hours in forwarding homeward letters by the fonner route, 
A great deal depends on the speed of the Italian steamer 
leaving Alexandria for Brind 

2.—hetters addressed rid Brindisi, 
twelve hours after the dispatch of the Mails rid Marseilles, 
are generally fourteen days reaching Alexandria, whilst 
those went rid Marseilles rarely take more than eight days.

Tt will be observed that under ordinary circuma- 
tanves letters forwarded from Hongkong by the Brin- 
disi route, will arrive in London from twelve to twenty- 
four hours earlier than if sent ria Marseilles. On the 
other hand, the route is not to be depended on out- 
wards, in consequence of correspondence not always 
arriving at Brindisi in time for the steamer. It is 
noticeable, however, that even with respect to the 
home route, there is not absolute certainty that the 
letters will be forwarded by the [talian Postmaster at 
Alexandria by the first steamer leaving, though Mr. 
Mitchell does not seem to consider this contingency 
likely to arise, except under circumstances of great 
pressure. Considering the importance of the matter, 
it would. be very desirable that an understanding 
should be come to between the Italian Postal Authorit- 
ies and the post offices both in London and Hongkong, 
and we doubt not that the postal authorities will, as 
things progress, sec that a clear understanding is come 
to in due time.

THE AUSTRIAN EMBASSY IN JAPAN. 
(Japan Times.) 

‘Two days before the Treaty was signed, the Mikado 
seceived the Einbassy in his palace, and the reception 
we are told by an eye witness, was most cordial and 
natisfactory. The envoy of His Imperial and Royal Ma- 
jesty, Baron von Petz, presented his letters of credence, 
ocompaniod by his suite, the captains of the Donate 
and Erzherzog Friedrich, flag-Captain von Wipplinger 
and Captain ‘von Pitner, Dr. Scherzer, Chief Commis- 
sioner for the commercial and scientific department, 
Herr Henry von Calice, the Consul General and chargé 
affaires ad interim for Japan, Baron Herbert, Coun- 
sellor of Legation, Baron ‘Trautenberg, Secretary of 
Legation and Baron Ransonnet, attaché. Alexander 
‘von Sicbold, Esq., Japanese Secretary and Interpreter 
of the British Legation, accompanied the Euvoy and 
‘was also presented to the Mikado. His Imperial Ma- 
jesty received the Embassy in th nce hall of the 
‘castle of Yedo, surrounded by his Ministers and the 
high dignitaries of the Japanese Evopire. On Admiral 
vou Petz delivering his credentials, the Mikado said 
a few courteous words, expressive of his pleasure at 
receiving the Embassy, and handed to a native Inter- 
preter a paper coutainting a more formal reply, to 
swhich a translation English was attached. “This 

concluded the interview. 

The Mikado's plenipotentiaries, who

Init he expresses his par- 
ticular satisfnction at having at length concluded:a 
treaty with a power like Austria, whose principal object 
is the development of commerce. ‘This completely bears 
out the sentiments expressed in an article in our leading 
columns, written ten days before we received the in- 
formation we are now able to give to our readers, aud 
two days bofore the Treaty was signed, and shows ,too, 
how well the Envey of the Emperor and King’ bi 
succeeded in his mission. The other, and a most 

tant, fact is, that the Japanese Government has at 
last stopped the installation of Merchant Consuls. The 
Austrian Envoy made no objection when the point was 
rained; in fact, would | probably have suggested it, had 
he not been anticipated by the request of the Japanese 
Government. It it well the point waa raised, indeed 
this tardy acceptance of the advice which some foreign 
Ministers and some foreign journalists have, for 
last four years, been pressing upon the Japaneso, is a 
most gratifying circumstance, In consequence, :.an 
arrangement has been made between the Austro- 
Hungarian Euvoy and Sir Harry Parkes, by virtue of 
which English Consular officers will act at the open 

rts as Acting Austrian Consuls, until the Austrian 
functionaries arrive. This subject is too large a one 
to discuss here, but we may express the hope that tho 
Japanese Government will follow up their present 
move by the most necessary one of retusing their con- 
eeut to the appointment of any more merchant-con- 
suls whatever, As the present incumbents gradually 

isappear from the country, the government should 
insist upon their being replaced by proper ollicers. 












































TERMS FOR NAVIGATING THE SUEZ CANAL. 
‘The Suez Canal Company have issued, in Landos- 
offcisily, ‘the terms and conditions upon which ven 
sels will’ be allowed to navigate the caval in, passing 
from one sea to the other, in compliance with the / 
Act of Concession, dated January 5th, 1856. ‘There 
are altogether J1 articles. By the first the-naviga- 
tion of the canal is open to vessels of all .nativus, 
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‘provided they do not exceed acortain draft of water. 
Special conditions are imposed upon steamers ; as to 
‘speed, upon all vessels ; and provision is made for tho 
employment of the company’s pilots, whose direc- 
tions are to bo followed, but the captain’s responsi- 
bility for the conduct and movement of his vessel re- 
mains. Certain forms have to be gone through at tho 
offices at Port Said, or Suez, on ahip’s arrival; and 
‘every vessel is to observe certain rules during the 
‘one of which relates to lights during night 

time, The rules as to vessels meeting seem to be 
clear aud definite; and if they are carefully observed, 
accidents: at such times are apparently impossible, 
Provision is made for cases where vessels from any 
cause’ mid he detained in'the canal ; and commanders, 
among other requirementa, are forbidden to anchor un 
less uponi'superior order, or upon the request of tho 
Pilot nor'to cast into the water any filth, ashes, rub- 
or, indeed, any object whatever. If any article 
does happen to fall into the canal, adeclaration to that 
effect is to be at.once made to the pilot, who must 
transmit it’ to the agent at the nearest station ; and the 
commander of the vessel is .probibited from searching 
forthe object without the direct sanction of the com- 








pany's agents, and the salvage, however it may be 
Etrected, “is always to be made at the. expense of the 
ship-to which the recovered article will: be restored. 





ENGLAND AND HER CoLontes.—The Saturday Review 
does not * believe that any narrow jealousy would in- 
duce Englishmen to refase to their countrymen in 
Canada, ‘Australia, and other: colonies,.a'fair voice in 
the external policy ofthe empire of which they forma 
part. Tf ‘England were to insist.on retaining for ever 
the absolute supremacy which she now enjoys in such 
anatters, it is inconceivable that colonies which are 
rapidly gaining upon her in population, and must. s0- 
oner or later pass her in the race, could be compelled 
for ever to follow her dictates as to peace or war. A 

rtnership in which each section of the empire should 
te proportionately represented is the only conceivable 
alternative to ultimate dismemberment; and if the 
colonists shew themselves anxious for a more intimate 
union on this the only possible basis, it would be as 
weak as ungenerons for England to rejoct their 
overtures. It is as certain as avy future fact can be 
that unless England can ww in her colonies to 
dimensions forbidden by her own tertitorial limits, she 
anust in the end, like Holland, lose that position among 
‘the great Powers which can only be sustained by an 
adequate population; and though we do not accopt the 
American view,that Britain idly becoming effete, 
“there is quite truth enough in it to make any Engl 
man who takes pleasure in contemplating the possible 
future of his country welcome and encourage a move- 
ment which tends to merge the past glorics of tho 
"United Kingdom in the greater glories of a united 
vempire,”
